NOTIFICATION BY THE SAURASHTRA OIL AND

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com¬ 
mission, under sub-clause (1) of section 11 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) read 
with the Notification of the Government of India, Ministry 
of\Commerce and Industry No. S.O. 1162, dated the 4th 
May 1960, has been obtained to the following amend¬ 
ments made to the Bye-laws of the Saurashtra Oil and 
Oilseeds Association Ltd., Rajkot, the same having been 
previously placed on the' notice board of the Association, 
pursuant to Section 11 of the said Act and Rule 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

I. In the Groundnut Oil/Groundnut Kernels Bye-laws : 

1. In Bye-law 83, 

(i) in sub-clause (A) (b) (2) (i), for die words “and 
Dhoraji Rings”, the word “Ring” shall be 
substituted, 

(ii) for sub-clause (A)(e), the following sub-clause 
shall be substituted, namely; “The Board shall 
fix, for all-the contracts of the season before the 
start of trading in the first contract of the season, 
differences, if any, payable for tendering quali¬ 
ties against the basic quality, by any of the 
parties to the contract.” 

2. In Bye-law 84, 

in sub-clause (a), for the word “May”, the word 
"June” shall be substituted. 

3. In Bye-law 99, 

for the figures “50,000", the figures “100,000” shall 
be substituted; and for the figures “2,000”, the figures 
“4,000" shall be substituted. 

4. In Bye-law 100,
